SENATE TARIFF BILL 


Seuator Gonnau Defends the 


Measure. 


HK TELLS THK INSIDE HIST011Y. 


i£ia Personal Attack Upon tho Prodi- 


dent Full of Sensational 


Characterizations. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—Perhaps no 


more remarkable eceno was ever wit- 
nessed in the United States senate than 
that which occupied today, when for 
two and a half hours Senator Gorman, 
thu Democratic political leader on the 
floor, delivered a speech against the 
President In defense of the senate tariff 
bill. The galleries were packed to the 
doors, and ao great waa the interest in 
Gorman'e speech that members of the 
hou6o flocked to the senate, and the 
house being unable to hold a quorum ad- 
journed. The President WAB assailed 
with keenness and vigor by the leader of 
his party on the door of the senate. He 
defended tho senate tariff bill and its 
preparation, • and 
charged that both 


Carlisle and Cleveland were not only 
aware of the concessions made in that 
bill to procure its passage through the 
senate, but that Carlisle had been con- 
sulted at wvery step and Cleveland had 
sanctioned all that was done. 


One by one ho called Senators Vest,, 


Jones nnd Harris as witnesses to the 
truth of liia statements. Then having 
freed himself from all restraint he told 
tho inside history of the conference over 
the tariff bill. 
His personal attack 


upon the President waa full of sensa- 
tional characterizations. He told how 
he had durud, when other men faltered, 
to walk with Cleveland through the 
filth and elime of the campaign of 1884; 
how ho and hie colleagues had fouulit 
for 
tariff reform, whuii cowards in 


high places would not 
show thoir 


hands. 
How Cleveland had tried to 


gibbet the senate before the eyes of the 
B|]| 
country, and aaid his action must be at- 
tributed lo "consumiui: vanity " 


lu conclusion 
Mr. Gorman prac- 


tiuiilly warned his colleagnea that on 
material nointa it must be the senate 
bill or no bill. 


White of California was the only other 


speaker of tho day. White was per- 
sonally in favor of free coal and frceiron 
ore* He, too, declared H to be patriot- 
ism for Democrats to sluml together for 
the senate hill. 
After he coiiuiuuitJ the 


senate adjourned with thu situation 
euemingly in as chaotic A state as ever.

The ready response of the National 


Guard of California to the call to arms 
in the recent strike is strictly in line 
with the record of the organization dur- 
ing the past twenty-three years, as will 
appear from tbe following extracts from 
state documents covering that period. 


The organization of the militia was by 


act of tho legislature in 1891. Thy act 
of 1802 provided for the culling out of 
the entire body of the militia, if neces- 
sary lo preserve the peace. In I8(i4 a 
state military fund was created hy tins 
levy of two dollars upon each male in- 
habitant of the slate twenty-out) years 
of age and over, Indians excepted. The 
statute of JBlKi authorized the formation 
«jf sixty companies to be known as "the 
National Guard of California," but only 
forty companies were muslurud.
